Phone solicitors 
create havoc 

An effort was made Monday afternoon to 
clear up some of the problems resulting from a 
telephone solicitation program that has 
blanketed several foothill communities re¬ 
cently. 

The solicitation, representing the Califor¬ 
nia Rescue and Paramedic Association, has 
created enough difficulties with what some 
persons call misrepresentation that Ed Mehler, 
contact person with the association, brought 
representatives from the solicitation firm hired 
by the association to talk with City Adminis¬ 
trator Jim McRea and Fire Inspector Bill 
Kramer. 

The solicitations are for a variety show 
to be held In Pasadena in November. 

Phone solicitations in some cases have 
not only Implied that the Individual cities re¬ 
ceive some of the money generated from the 
ticket sales to the show but in other cases 
aollcitors actually contended that the associa¬ 
tion serves paramedics In the cities, helps 
teach cardiopulmonary resuscitation programs 
and contributes to the Search and Rescue 
Team. 

With Sierra Madre known for its indivi¬ 
duality and Its high volunteer involvement local 
people have been steamed with this kind of 
misinformation and have been calling city 
hall and Individual fire department volunteers. 

Fire Inspector Kramer said Tuesday, 
“We’re very community-oriented. We don’t like 
people representing us with falsehoods. We 
do know that the California Rescue and Para¬ 
medic Association Is a valid organization and 
they do some fine work but I have a problem 
with solicitors saying they’re affiliated with our 
organizations.” 

Fire Chief Leonard Hall requested that the 
group not solicit In Sierra Madre as far back as 
August 17, but they disregarded his request 
and began calling local communities Sept. 8. 

Kramer announced that a dozen angry 
people had called him about the false state¬ 
ments made by phone solicitors. Capt. George 
Maurer has had several more calls. Mayor 
Elaine Rudolph and City Administrator Jim 
McRea also have had several complaints from 
local citizens. 

McRea summed up Monday’s meeting, 
“We parted on the basis that we wished they’d 
given us the opportunity to review the letter 
(to Fire Chief Hall In August). They don’t agree 
with that. None of our firemen could be a 
member of a paramedic association because 
none of them is a paramedic.” 

He continued, “Money gleaned from these 
calls goes to the state-wide program. None 
of It comes back here. The city has no problem 
with the soliciting as long as they follow the 
guidelines.” 

Apparently that has not been the case in 
many of the solicitors. 

Anyone who receives a call in which the 
solicitors calling on behalf of the California 
Rescue and Paramedic Association misrep¬ 
resents themselves should call the fire or 
police departments at 355-1414 or city hall at

unique part of a brush fire 
is that the heat acts as a 
germinating factor for some 
of the plants. “Phoschex” 
works to encourage that 
germination so that chapparel 
will begin growing immedi¬ 
ately following a ravishing 
fire. 

People in the foothill com¬ 
munities who watched the 
bombers drop their loads over 
the billowing clouds of black 
smoke saw the pink “Phos¬ 
chex” spray from the planes. 
The reason for the color, ac¬ 
cording to Kramer, is to 


show the pilots visually where 
they have dumped the re¬ 
tardant. 

Helicopters scouted the fire 
areas and dropped water on 
the “hot spots” as they de¬ 
veloped, and the bombers, 
coming in from Fox Field 
dropped their retardant. On¬ 
lookers watched the smoke 
change from black to white 
where the fire was doused 
and watched as a sudden 
burst of black smoke would 
indicate that flames had got¬ 
ten into a patch of grease- 
wood. 

“Individuals who fought 
the fire did a remakable 


job,” Kramer said. He ex¬ 
plained that the terrain they 
had to climb was “really 
something — almost vertical. 
And with all that fire para¬ 
phernalia it was like billy 
goats inching their way up.” 


People living in these 
foothill communities are re¬ 
minded that October brings 
Fire Prevention Week and 

with it a review of how to 
prevent and fight fire.

Zimmerman Is 
Frisbee Champ 



Scott Zimmerman 

Throwing a little disc into the air might seem 
like child’s play, but for Sierra Madrean Scott 
Zimmerman, 19, world Frisbee disc champion, it’s 
an important sport that’s supporting him. 

And he has just won the world’s men’s overall 
contest for the past three years, the third time in 
the recent Rose Bowl competition. That means he 
became world champ at the age of 17 and has 
sustained his winning streak ever since. 

It’s no wonder. He participates competitively 
all over the U.S. and takes Frisbee seriously. After 
all, in this year’s competition he beat 200 other 
participants from every state in the union and 40 
international champions from 15 countries, and 
grossed in the contest alone $ 12,400 at the same time. 


How do you get started in this type of sport? 

For Zimmerman, it has seemed ridiculously easy 
because he simply took up the Frisbee and began 
throwing in his front yard back east. His father, 
an editor for the “Wall Street Journal,’’ saw what 
was happening and bought him a book on Frisbee 
throwing. The youth whizzed through the book 
quickly, even through the chapters dealing with 
physics, weather and injuries. 

He couldn’t stop playing the game and that 
spring he passed up a trip to Puerto Rico so he 
could enroll in his first tournament. He won one 
of the events. 

And that was the beginning of what is today 
a passion that pays off. 

Frisbee is more than just throwing that disc 
around, Zimmerman explains. There are five 
different events under the umbrella called Frisbee. 

The distance event is self-explanatory since it 
simply features throwing the disc the furtherest. 

Frisbee golf resembles the game of golf except 
that the player strives to get his frisbee in a basket 
about two feet off the ground. 

In free style, usually two or three persons 
play the game to music. Self-caught flight is 
self-explanatory. Zimmerman says winning that 
event depends upon how much time the whole 
process takes and how far the disc gets into the air. 

Double disc court is a devilish game between two] 
teams of players using two discs, each team standing 
on a 12-meter square 14 meters apart. When 
Zimmerman describes the game, it sounds almost 
like a version of hockey, using different tools, 
of course. 

This year his accumulated grand total was 303 
points. The next contender, 34-year-old John 
Kirkland of Santa Barbara, came in with 293 points. 

What’s so great about the game? “It’s fun, an 
athletic form of expression. And practicing keeps 
me busy and in good shape. Furthermore I can 
support myself at the game,’’ Zimmerman says. He 
supported himself last year to the tune of $17,000 
playing the game. 

Is there an age limit for Frisbee? No. Every 
person can do it on his or her level. “At age 60 
I don’t imagine I’ll be competitive with 
20-year-olds,’’ Scott answers. 

What does the game really take? Devotion. 

Where does he practice? In Lacy Park in San 
Marino. That’s also called the world capital for 
double disc court. 

Zimmerman plans to continue with his Frisbee 
game but also olans to start taking courses at PCC 
next fall. This fall he is too busy completing 
exhibitions all around the country. In fact, in October 
he travels to Dallas to judge the World Junior 
Frisbee Contest for youths 16 years and under. 

It’s pretty interesting to realize that a youth who 
started playing Frisbee four years ago will now have 
his signature on all “world class signature Frisbee 
discs” manufactured by Wham-O.
